ORDINANCE 

to provide , in pursuance of an agreement with Pakistan, for the recovery and 
restoration of abducted persons. 

WhErbas an agreement has been reached between India and Pakistan for the 
recovery and restoration of abducted persons; 

And whereas an emergency has arisen which makes it necessary to provide, 
in pursuance of the said agreement, for the recovery of abducted persons and 
for their temporary detention in camps pending restoration to their relatives; 

And whereas the Governors of East Punjab and the United ’Provmoes and 
tha Rajpramukha of 'Patiala and the East Punjab States Union and the United 
State of Rajasthan have, under the provisions of sub-section (1) of section 106 
of the Government of India Act, 19ftb (26 Geo. 6, c. 2), accorded their previous 
consent to the making and promulgation of this Ordinance; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 42 of the 
Government of India Act, 1935, tlie Governor-General is pleased to make and 
promulgate the following Ordinance : — ■ 

1. Short title, extent and commencement, — (l) This Ordinance may be 
called the Abducted Persons (Recovery and Restoration) Ordinance, 1949. 

(Q) It extends to the whole of India. 

(i'J) It shall come into force at once m the United Provinces, I he Pro- 
vinces of East Punjab and Delhi, Patiala and the East Punjab States 

Pinion and the United State of Rajasthan, and in any other Province or 

Acceding State on such date or dates as the Central Government, after 

obtaining the previous consent thereto ot ‘be Governor of the Province or 
the Ruhr of the Acceding State, as the- case mav be, mny i f>y notification in the 
official Gazette, appoint in this behalf. 
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2. Interpretation, — (Z) In this Ordinance, ■ unless there is anything repugnant 
in the subject or context,— 

(a) “abducted person” means a male child under the age of sixteen 
years or a female of whatever age who is, or immediately before the 1st 
day of March, 1047, was a Muslim and who, on or after that day, has be- 
come separated from his or her family and is found to be living with or 
under the control of a non-Muslim individual or family; 

(b) “camp” means any place established, or deemed to be established, 
under section 8 for the reception and detention of abducted persons. 

(£j) In the application of this Ordinance to any Acceding State, — 

(a) references to the Province and the Provincial Government shall 
be construed as references to that Acceding State or the Government of 
that State, as the case may be, and references to the official Gazette shall 
be construed as references to the appropriate official publication of that 
State; and 

(b) refwences to the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1808 (Act V of 1808) or 
any other law for the time being in force in the Provinces of India shall be 
construed as references to the corresponding law lor the time being in force 
in that State. 

3. Establishment of camps and notification thereof and of officers In 
charge. — (J) The ’Provincial Government may establish as many camps as it 
may consider necessary for the reception and detention of abducted persons, 
and any place established before the commencement of this Ordinance for the 
reception and detention of abducted persons shall be deemed to be a camp estab- 
lished by the Provincial Government within tire meaning of this section 

(2) The Provincial Government shall, as soon after the commencement of 
this Ordinance as may be practicable, notify in the official Gazette all camps 
in the Province and the names of officers in charge thereof. 

4. Powers of police officers to recover abducted persons. — (1) If any police 
officer, not below the rank of an Assistant Sub-Inspector or any other police 
officer specially authorised by the Provincial Government in this behalf, has 
reason to believe that an abducted person resides or is to be found in any 
place, he may, without warrant, enter and search the place and take into 
custody any person found therein who, in his opinion, is an abducted person, 
and deliver or cause such person to be delivered to the custody of the officer in 
charge of the nearest camp with the least possible delay. 

(2) In exercisiug any powers conferred by sub-section (I) any such police 
officer may take such steps and may require the assistance of such female per- 
sons as may, in his opinion, be necessary for the effective exercise of such power. 

5. Maintenance of discipline In camp.— (7) The Provincial Government may 
make regulations for the transfer of abducted persons from one camp to an- 
other and for the maintenance of health and good order in the camp and of 
harmonious relations among the abducted persons detained therein. 

(2) In making any regulations under this section, the Provincial Government 
may provide that a breach thereof shall be tried and punished by the officer in 
oharge of the camp in such manner as may be prescribed in the regulations : 

Provided that no abducted person shall be liable to be tried in a criminal 
Court in respect of any offence made punishable by any regulations made under 
this section. 
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6. Determination of question whether any person detained la an abducted 
person,- — (1) If my question mises nbethei & pernon detained in a camp is an 
abducted person or not, it shall be icieired to, and decided b,' , a tiibunal 
constituted ioi the purpose by tbe Central Government 

(2) The decision of tbe tribunal constituted under bub-se* tion (T) shall be 
final : 


Provided that the Centiai Government may, eithei of its own motion or 
on the application of any party ndeicoted in the mattet, review or revibe any 
such decision, 

7. Handing ov®r o f abducted persona to persons authorised.— (I) Any officer 

in (.barge of a camp may deliver any abducted person detained in the camp to 
tbe custody ot such officer o> authority as the Provincial Government may, by 
general or special order, specity in this behalf 

(2) Any officei or authority to whom the custody of any abducted pel son ha£ 
been delivered under the provisions of sub-section ( 1 ) shall -be entiled to 
receive and held the person in custody and etthej restore such person to his of 
hoi relatives or convoy such person out of India 


8. Detention m camp not to be questioned by Court. — Notwithstanding any- 
thing i ontami'd in any other law tor the tune being in foice, the detention of 
any abducted person in a camp m accordance with ihe provisions of this Oidi 
nance shall he lawful and shall unt be called m question m any Comt 


9. Protection of action under Ordinance.— ,\<> suit, prosecution ca othci legal 
proceeding v\ hrdsoevei shall la igomsl the Centinl Govermucnl , Ihi Pro- 
vincial Government oi uuv oflieei oi nullionty ten nr m ic-ptit of any act 
winch is ji i good birth done or intended to he done in pinnm/ice ot tins Onli- 
ne nee. 


10. Validation of action taken under Ordinance V of 1949.- -Any order made, 
thing done, oi action taken under ihe lleioye'iv ot Abdu, ted Pei sons Oidmauce, 
1949 (\ ot 1949), shall, fen aJl pui poses lie deemed to hove been made, done, 
or taken under this Oidm.inee a- if this 'Ordinance had commenced on the day 
such mdei \w s made oi such thing was done- nr Mich not bn was taken 

11. Termination of pending proceedings— 411 proceedings for Ihe produc- 
tion of any abducted person detained iu a camp which me pending before a 
High Court tmdei the provisions of section 491 ol the Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure, 1898 (Act V of 1898) or before a Magistrate under tbe provisions of sec- 
tion 100 of that Code shall be deemed to have terminated on the commencement 
of this Ordinance. 

12. Power to make rules.— (J) The Central Govonment may, by notification 
iu Ihe official Gazette, make rules to cany out the purpobes of this Ordinance. 

(2) In paitioular, and without prejudice to th e generality of the foregoing 
powei, such tuies may provide for— 

(a) the constitution and procedure of any tribunal appointed under 
section 6, ‘ 

lb) tbe manner in which any application to review or revise any deci- 
sion of the tribunal may be made under section- 6.

further to amend the E entire Bank of India Act, 1934. 

Wukrbas an emergent y has arisen which makes it necessary further to amend 
tiie Reserve Bank of India Act, 19S4 (II of 1934), for the pmpose hereinafter 
appearing, 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 42 of the 
Government of India Act, 1935 (26 Geo. 5, c. 2), the Governor- General is pleased 
to make and promulgate the following Ordinarne : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) This Ordinance may be called the 
Reserve Bank of India (Amendment) Ordinance, 1949. 

(2) If shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment ol section 17, Act II of 1934. — In clause (11) of section 17 
of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1984, — 

(a) after the words “any Indian State”, the words, figures and brackets 
“or the Industrial Finance Corporation of India established under the In- 
dustrial Finance Corporation Act, 1948 (XV of 1948)” shall be inserted; 

(h) after sub-olaus-e (e), the following sub-clause shall be inserted, 
namely : — 

“(J) in respect of the aforesaid Corporation, the issue and manage- 
ment of its bonds and debentures;”.
